City business 


license report 


before Council 


A report detailing proposed changes 
to the city’s business license ordinance 
will be presented to City Council tomor­ 
row evening by Councilwoman Charlotte 
Benton 
Mrs. Benton heads a committee which 
has been studying the controversial or­ 
dinance since Oct. 1967. 


Major changes proposed by the com­ 
mittee included a provision whereby all 
persons with a fixed place of business 
within a city pay their license tax based 
upon a single schedule of gross receipts. 
Minimum tax for a business doing under 
$50,000 in gross receipts would be $30 
and the maximum tax for business gross­ 
ing over $500,000 would be $200. 
The proposed ordinance provides for a 
flat rate schedule for certain businesses 
which do not have a fixed base. The 
minimum tax for this type of business 
is $30. 
According to Mrs. Benton’s report, 
during 1968 the city issued 1,190 busi­ 
ness licenses and derived $50,280 in 
revenue from the tax. The proposed 
changes would be expected to increase 
the city’s take via the license by some­ 
where between 2 and 10 per cent. 


The report also indicates that some 
members of the Chamber of Commerce 
have indicated an interest in establish­ 
ing an annual surtax on the business 
license tax The revenue would be used 
for industrial promotion purposes. Mrs. 
Benton said that if the Chamber pur­ 
sues this course of action, the Coun­ 
cil will be informed by written com­ 
munication 


The report also calls for a special 
study session on the proposed changes 
and public hearings to enable the gener­ 
al public to air its feelings on the 
changes.

152 perish in 
fiery crash of 
Venezuelan jet 


By JESUS ANEZ NAVA 
MARACAIBO, Venezuela (U P D - Wit­ 
nesses to civil aviation’s worst disaster 
told investigators today a Venezuelan jet 
airliner caught fire on takeoff Sunday and 
that the falling aircraft slashed through 
a working class suburb 
like a flaming 
knife, killing at least 152 persons. 
At least 125 other persons were in­ 
jured 
All 85 persons aboard the Miami-bound 
Viasa DC9, 
including 47 Americans, 
were killed. 
At least 67 persons in the working 
class suburb of Zirum a died when the 
jetliner 
sliced flaming through their 
homes just before noon, and only two 
minutes after takeoff from Grano de Oro 
airport. 


Eyewitnesses said the plane’s left tur­ 
bine was spouting flames even as the twin- 
engined craft lifted off the end of the 
runway and started dropping. 


“It barely got up to 100 m eters (325 
f e e t\” one eyewitness said. “ It passed 
like a flaming knife just over the Capi- 
tolio Theater and smashed into houses, 
trees, telephone posts and parked cars 
as well as a bus from which four dead 
were recovered as well as two injured.” 


The flaming wreckage left apathof mis­ 
ery and terro r throughout the Zirum a 
zone, that includes homes of Indians as 
well as the working-class districts of La 
Coruba and La Trinidad. 


The plane ended its blazing trail of 
destruction head on into a telephone pole 
where it literally disintegrated. The fuse­ 
lage, 
however, fell across La Coruba 
where about 3,000 
persons live in one 
story houses built of concrete blocks 


A resident of La Coruba said the 
plane hit a high tension power line as it 
sliced through the district. 


“ It looked like a giant ball of fire,” 
he said. ‘In a m atter of seconds, flame 
and smoke poured out of everywhere. 
I couldn’t move. I was petrified. 
. 
F ires caused by the blazing wreckage 
started barely 1300 feet from the end of 
Grano De O ros’ 16,250-foot long runway. 
The plane fell in La Coruba proper but 
fires 
spread to 
near by La Trinidad 
where one of the wings and a turbine 
struck. 


WASHINGTON (I PB -S e n George S 
McGovern accused the Nixon Adminis­ 
tration today of lacking courage to alter 
the nation’s Vietnam policy but Sens. 
Mike Mansfield and Kdward M. Kennedy, 
the Senate Democratic leaders, said 
President Nixon should be given more 
time. 
McGovern set off discussion of Viet­ 
nam policy with a speech decrying fail­ 
ure of the new Administration to “ re­ 
verse the policy of military attrition 
and moral disaster in Vietnam.” 
Mansfield and Kennedy refused to join 
the attack. They told reporters they felt 
it was too early to make such an assess­ 
ment 
Kennedy, the new Democratic whip, 
said he was hopeful “ we are going to see 
some results” from the Nixon policy on 
Vietnam 
He said Nixon had told con­ 
gressional leaders his Vietnam “peace 
plan is now in effect.” Kennedy did not 
give details. 
“ We ought to give him the opportun­ 
ity for the plan to be tested,’ the Mas­ 
sachusetts senator said. “ I am not 
convinced at this time he has had that 
opportunity yet.” 
Mansfield said Nixon wants a “ reason­ 
able settlem ent” and knows that the 
longer the war lasts “the more responsi­ 
bility it will place on him and the less 
his predecessor ” 
“So I say, give him a chance . . . 
let’s see what he can do and encourage 
him to bring this tragic and barbar­ 
ous conflict to a close.” 
Mansfield added: “Before we criticize 
the President too much . . . we must 
continue to recognize this is an inher­ 
ited problem with little leeway and flexi­ 
bility to formulate his own policy rath­ 
e r than the one of the previous adminis­ 
tration which is still ineffect.” 
McGovern said in his speech: “ I find 
it intolerable that we should still be pur­ 
suing the same tragic course with the 
same tragic resu lts.” 
“ In the name of decency and common 
sense, there must be no further contin­ 
uation of the present war policy, however 
disguised in rhetoric or more hollow 
predictions of early victory.” 
McGovern added: “ I believe we are 
there because, having intervened in e r­ 
ror, we followed failure inexorably down 
the road to catastrophe — and because 
our government has not yet marshalled 
the strength and courage to genuinely re­ 
verse our course.”

Humphrey told a three-day 
seminar 
of

American 
Geriatrics Society Sunday there 
are “ serious deficiencies’’ in 
the basic planning, design and 
operation of health care in the 
United States. 
“ Historically, we have been a 
nation of thinkers, not planners, 
and we have been satisfied with 
a long series of remedial crash 
programs which inevitably are 
more expensive and less effi­ 
cient 
than 
doing 
the 
job 
correctly in the first place,” 
Humphrey said. 
“ The time has come in this 
country 
to 
get 
both 
our 
priorities and systems straight­ 
ened 
around and functioning 
properly,” said the former vice 
president, who is now a college 
instructor in Minnesota. 
Humphrey said establishing 
national priorities in the health 
field, with special attention to 
the 
problems 
of 
the 
aged, 
should 
take 
precedent 
over 
construction of an antiballistic 
missile system. 
“ This is why I have, in recent 
days, 
spoken 
out 
against 
development 
of the Sentinel 
antiballistic 
missile 
system 
and have urged instead the be­ 
ginning of prompt negotiations 
with the Soviet Union to seek 
the reduction of both defensive 
and offensive strategic nuclear 
weapons,” he said. 
“ The fact is that a well- 


conceived and coordinated sys­ 
tem of health care—one which 
deploys doctors and hospital 
beds nationally and one which 
provides universal health care 
— could probably be achieved 
without drastically increasing 
the number of physicians and 
without 
even 
replacing the 
substandard 
hospital 
which, 
nevertheless, should be abo­ 
lished 
for 
other 
reasons,” 
Humphrey said. 
Dr. Gerald D. Dorman of New 
York, 
president-elect of the 
American Medical Association, 
reported the AMA’s committee 
on aging found there are no 
diseases specifically caused by 
aging.

Splash detection radar 
for positive 
'scoring1 


With tremendous 
velocity a 
reentry 
vehicle 
strikes 
the 
ocean surface. A plume-like 
splash rises for a moment and 
then disappears. Or does it? 
A technician rewinds the video 
tape machine aboard an Air 
Force 
Western 
Test 
Range 
tracking ship. The column of 
water produced by the reentry 
vehicle has been traced by ra­ 
dar and the scene captured on 
video tape. Engineers can re­ 
create the moment of impact as 
many times as needed for posi­ 
tive scoring and rapid recov­ 
ery of the vehicle. 
With 
the 
installation of a 
splash detection radar system, 
scenes such as this will be­ 
come common aboard the USNS 
Watertown. One of five original 
Apollo 
Instrumented 
Ships, 
NASA released the Watertown 
from the Apollo mission in fall 
of 1968. Presently the Water­ 
town is undergoing modifica­ 
tions at the Willamette Iron 
and Steel Works in Portland, 
Oregon, to become a general 
purpose 
Air 
Force Western 
Test Range tracking ship. A 
good portion of this modifica­ 
tion — over one and half mil­ 
lion dollars — is the installa­ 
tion of a splash detection radar 
to be used in the Broad Ocean 
Scoring System. 
This marks the first ship­ 
board use of this type of ra­ 
dar system. The U. S. Army 
uses the same type system in 
the Kwajalein Atoll area, but 
these are land based radars. 
The splash detection radar con­ 
tains all the elements neees- 


sary to locate the splash of a 
reenetry vehicle with the ac­ 
curacy 
needed 
for 
positive 
scoring and rapid recovery of 
the vehicle. 
The splasii detection radar 
system being installed on the 
Watertown 
has 
several 
ad­ 
vances over previous systems. 
As mentioned earlier, a key ele­ 
ment in the system is a $95,- 
000 video tape recorder. Since 
the target for the radar is a col­ 
umn of water extremely short 
in duration, the recorded data 
may be played back any time 
after a mission and observed on 
a display console. In addition to 
the splash signal detected by 
the radar, synchronization pul­ 
ses and data on the position of 
the antenna can be recorded 
onto the tape. 
The entire system being in­ 
stalled on the Watertown con­ 
sists of an antenna system, re- 
ceiver-transm ittei, synchroni­ 
zer, display console and the vi­ 
deo tape recorder. 
The antenna is a waveguide- 
slot array which is capable of 
rotating up to 100 revolutions 
per minute and operating in 
winds up to 60 knots. The* an­ 
tenna stands 100 feet above the 
surface of the ocean. Ttie sys­ 
tem will provide accurate cov­ 
erage out to 22 miles. 
Present plans call for com­ 
pletion of modifications by June 
of this year. After periods of 
testing and checkout, the Wa­ 
tertown will be operational in 
mid-August and ready to sup­ 
port launches from Vandenberg 
AFB. 


Bridge fund

ing that the U.S. Bureau of 
Public Roads will be requested 
to help fund an 800-foot long 
crossing of the river. 
The 
request was submitted at the 
urging of Senator Lagomarsino 
and Governor Reagan. 
“ Although this crossing is on 
a 
county 
road,” 
Moe said, 
“ this 
department’s district 
bridge 
department 
has been 
working 
cooperatively 
and 
closely with county officials 
to secure necessary financing 
to reconstruct this facility as 
an all-weather crossing. 
“ This (project)...has been in­ 
cluded in this department’s em­ 
ergency reserve package to the 
U.S. Bureau of Public Roads 
and we have indicated to BPR 
that we are going to make an 
official application to them for 
financial assistance...” 
Lagamarsino 
said

extimated cost of the bridge 
will be $800,000. 
The new 
bridge would replace a 56-foot 
bridge 
which 
has 
been re­ 
peatedly washed out in heavy 
rains. 
The crossing provides 
access to the SMID sewerage 
treatment plant and to ranches 
on the south side of the river.

Beard hits charity shots for NIT win

— Rusty Staub, Montreal first 
basem an and key figure in a 
growing 
international 
tug-of- 
war said Sunday he may quit 
baseball if told he must return 
to the Houston A stros. 
Speaking with considerable 
emotion 
after 
ra*n canceled 
Montreal’s exhibition 
game 
with the New York Mets here, 
the auburn-haired, 24-year-old 
hitting star said: 
“ If I’m not in a Montreal 
uniform when all this is final­ 
ly settled, the chances of my 
continuing to play baseball are 
slim .” 
Staub says he and his parents 
have been caused great mental 
anguish the past two weeks due 
to the dilemma brought *on by 
the retirem ent of Houston first 
baseman Donn Clendenon. 
The 
Astros 
traded 
Staub 
to the Montreal Expos forClen- 
denon and outfielder Jesus Alou 
last Jan. 22, and the Expos, an 
expansion club getting ready to 
operate for the first tim e this 
year, based a major part of 
their pre-season promotion on 
Staub’s acquisition inasmuch as 
he was one of the league’s lead­ 
ing hitters last season and has 
twice been a member of the Na­ 
tional 
League All-Star team. 
Baseball com m issioner Bow­ 
ie Kuhn was called upon to make 
a 
ruling when Clendenon an­ 
nounced 
his 
retirm ent 
two 
weeks ago and he went by the 
rulebook, declaring the deal 
would stand until Clendenon be­ 
cam e a “ bonafide retiree” 30 
days following the start of the 
season. 
That would be May 8, but the 
A stros, feeling the deal was 
never actually 
consummated 
for the three players agreed 
upon, have pressed for a dispo­ 
sition that would not make them 
wait 
that 
long 
and 
there 
have been reports Kuhn will set 
the deal aside by ordering Staub 
be returned to Houston and Alou 


to Montreal. 
Staub 
says 
he 
has heard 
these reports and is troubled 
by them. 
“ It’s getting to the 
point 
now where people are messing 
around with my mind and my 
life and I don’t have to accept 
that,” he said, standing in the 
rain near the Expos’ dugout to 
convey his feelings in the mat­ 
ter. 
“ I can exist without baseball. 
I love the game and I know it 
might kill me toquit, but there’s 
nothing that says I have to keep 
taking all this. I gotta admit it’s 
starting to wear on me now. Not 
only that but it’s also disturb­ 
ing my mother and father.” 
Staub said the indecision over 
where he will play this year and 
the rum ors attending the situ­ 
ation have “ changed my whole 
life.” 
“ When I received a telegram 
from the com m issioner a week 
ago Friday telling me the deal 
would stand, I made prepara­ 
tions. I now have a duplex apart­ 
ment in Montreal and I put a lot 
of money into such things as 
drapes, air-conditioning and so 
forth. The com m issioner also 
called me and assured me 1 
would be with Montreal and I ac­ 
cepted that. I have no desire to 
go back to Houston.” 
Staub originally received a 
$125,000 bonus for signing with 
the A stros in 1962 and became 
a star with them when he bat­ 
ted .333 in 1967. He tailed off 
to .291 last season when he had 
several disagreem ents with the 
front office. 
“ I know what they're (the 
A stros) 
saying,” 
he 
said. 
“ They’re saying ‘Hell, he’s 24 
years old, earning $60,000 al­ 
ready and making a lot of silly 
statem ents 
about 
quitting.’ 
These are some of the things 
that are coming back to me.

Toppling meet standards in three relay events and adding 
wins in three field events, the San Marcos Royals captured 
the varsity title in the 23rd annual Lompoc Relays Saturday. 
San Marcos defeated defending champion Lompoc, 74-62, 
while the Righetti W arriors, Lompoc’s league opponent for 
Thursday’s dual meet action at 
Huyck Stadium, placed third 
with 55 points. 
The 
Royals, demonstrating 
their strength in the sprints, 
broke meet records in the 440, 
mile and two-mile relay events 
and also added a victory in 
the shuttle hurdles to account 
for 40 of their team points. 
Royals Bob McCourt, Phil 
Filaseta and Paul Menzel also 
added wins as they took the 
long Jump (20-8), shot put (58-5) 
and triple 
jump (43-21 ), re ­ 
spectively. 
The 440 yard standard of 44.4 
set by Righetti last year fell 
when San Marcos knocked two 
tenths of a second off of the 
old mark while the Royals’ 
two-mile quartet also bettered 
a mark set last year (8:28.8) 
by Channel Islands with a time 
of 8:27.7. The third record go­ 
ing to San Marcos, that for 
the mile relay with a time of 
3:31.7 clipped a tenth of a sec­ 
ond off of a standard establish­ 
ed by San Marcos last year. 
The only other varsity meet 
record to fall Saturday occur­ 
red in the pole vault, where King 
C ity’s Dennis Albanese soared 
13-9 to break the effort of 13-6 
set in 1966 by Mike Swander 
of San Marcos. Albanese at­ 
tempted to clear 14 feet but 
could not make it in three tries 
at 14-3. 
The host Braves attempted 
to catch up with the Royals in 
the closing events, placing sec­ 
ond in the two-mile and half- 
mile relay races and taking a 
second in the shot by Dave Robi- 
chaud (56-10) behind Filaseta 
(58-5). 
Lompoc did capture one re­ 
lay, winning the sprint medley 
as anchor man Ron Kesler over­ 
took the field to move up from 
fourth place in his quarter mile 
leg. K esler made a near repeat 
in the mile relay while Dale 
B riekner valiantly 
sought to 
catch Righetti’s Kent Dickson at 
the tape in the 880 relay. 
San 
Marcos 
also 
won the 
C lass B team title, taking a 52- 
46 nod over runner-up Buena. 
C abrillo’s Doug Maple carded a 
double win, taking the shot put 
(49-1%) and the exhibition dis­ 
cus (100-5). Lompoc sophomore 
high 
jumper 
Sydney Dansby 
leaped 6-1 to set a meet rec­ 
ord previously held by Nease 
of Fillm ore (1940) and Gaston of 
Oxnard (1961), who had both 
cleared 6-0, a height cleared by 
Dansby for the first time Thurs­ 
day when he tied with teammate 
John Fridrich for a dual meet 
win.

mighty good battle for domina­ 
tion of the gam»'. 
Welcome, Aunt Martha 
Instead of the acerbic Wil­ 
liams of the past who some- 
times scorned both press and 
fans, 
they 
have 
found 
an 
anxious-toplease 
Williams 
who’ll chat chumilly with any 
newspaperman, 
pose 
for a 
snapshot with anybody’s Aunt 
Martha from Ohio and very 
plainly is doggoned delighted to 
be 
back 
with 
baseball 
and 
baseball people. 
Williams, like Short, is dead 
serious about building up the 


Senators and you get the feeling 
woe 
will quickly betide the 
rookie who doesn’t buckle down 
to business. But Williams isn’t 
going to be rushed into making 
changes before he’s ready. 
“ I could 
make 
a ton of 
mistakes doing that,” Williams

Wash. ■ (IJPI)-Tho- 
mas T. Yamauchi’s job would 
be easier if Earthmen knew as 
much about Mars as they do 
about the moon. 
Yamauchi is head engineer of 
a Boeing-Hughes-General Elec­ 
tric team which hoi>es to submit 
the winning design for a vehicle 
capable of landing gently on 
Mars 
in 
1973, the year of 
Project Viking. 
The unmanned laboratory wdll 
be 
outfitted 
to 
sniff 
the 
atmosphere and take a bite of 
the 
Martian 
surface 
and, 
perhaps, tell whether there’s 
life of any kind on the red 
i)lanet. 
Martin Marietta - RCA and 
McDonald-Douglas teams are 
working on the same problem. 
The design that gets the go- 
ahead will be selected by the 
National Aeronautic and Sj)ace 
Administration (NASA). 
In an interview, Yamauchi 
said a couple of the bigge.st 
problems in designing a Mars 
lander are that very little is 
known 
about 
the 
planet’s 
atmosjihere or its surface. 
Mars’ atmosphere is believed 
to be extremely thin and mo.stly 
carbon dioxide with a density of 
only .5 to 2.5 per rent of the 
earth’s atmosphere at sea level. 
“ We also know very little 
about the surface, .so all you 
can do is mike some gues.ses,” 
Yamauchi said. “ We assume 
it’s firm. Wealsohaveassumed 
that 99 per cent of Mars has 
slopes of less than 31 degrees. 
So we designed our craft to sit 
on a 35-degree slope.” 
In the event the lander came 
to rest in a deeply shaded area 
where it would be dejjriv«) of 
power from the sun to ojierate 
its delicate instruments. Ya­ 
mauchi 
said 
it 
would 
be 
equipj)ed with a small nuclear 
liower filanf. 


“ We also have had to think 
about the possibility of large 
rocks which might tend to tip 
the lander over,” he said. “ If it 
came to rest upside down it 
would be as useful as a turtle 
on its back.” 
Because of the possibility of 
large rocks and steep slopes, 
Yamauchi said his team decid­ 
ed ujion a four-legged craft with 
crushable shock abs(jrbers in 
each leg. 
Once in orbit around Mars, 
the lander will be sejjarated 
from its 
rbiter for the tricky 
descent. 
“ It will be coming into the 
Mars 
atmosphere 
at 
about 
inach 15 (15 times the .sjieed r)f 
sound) and we have to figure 
out 
how to slow it down, ' 
Yamauchi said. “ The shape that 
would get the most aerodyna­ 
mic braking would be a flat 
disc, but that 
would be too 
unstable, so we settled on a sort 
of bowl shaj)e. 


“ The lander will havealiurn- 
off cover. This .shell will be 
popped off when the lander gets 
down to about rnach 2, and then 
we pop a very big jiarachute 
about 50 to GO fef't in diameter 
and fold out 
the legs. 
“ This will slow descent to 
about 200 feet per second,” 
Yamauchi said. “ Then when it’s 
at about 
10,000 
feet 
trom 
landing, determined by radar 
measurements, the ¡jarachute 
is cut loose and a gyro jKickage 
and 
r(‘verse 
thrust 
rocket 
engines take over. We hope to 
land at zero velocity at zero 
altitude.” 
In 1964, a spacecraft photo­ 
graphed Mars from aboiif 5,000 
miles. 
Another 
orbiter 
is 
scheduled to take jiictures in 
1971. 
“Sure wish those jiictures 
were available to us now',’’ 
Yamauchi said.

Sierra snow pack poses threat on 
heels of severe flooding in valley 


By JER R Y E. HENRY 
FRESNO, Calif. (UPI)-Few 
weather buffs in the San Joa- 
quin Valley have ever seen any­ 
thing to match it. 
Snow in the Sierras is so deep 
it is crushing cabins. Rainfall 
in parts of the valley, such as 
Fresno with more than 20 inch­ 
es, has broken all records. 
And even if it rains no more 
this spring—an unlikely turn of

events—runoff from the Sierra 
snowpack may swell valley riv­ 
ers to the flood stage through 
July. 
The new threat comes on the 
heels of severe floods which 
ravaged the valley in January 
and February causing millions 
of dollars damage, especially to 
agriculture, the valley’s most 
important industry, 
And as officials at reservoirs 
controlling major rivers fight to 
lower their storage capacity for 
the expected onslaught from the 
snowpack, excess water contin­ 
ues to take its toll. 
Hardest hit is a usually dry 
basin in Kings County which 
used to hold the waters of Tu­ 
lare Lake. 
A 
century 
ago some 750 
square miles were covered by 
the shallow lake, which was 
then one of the largest in the 
state. 
Later, the land was drained 
and the lake’s fertile bed was 
turned into farmland. 
But today nature is once more 
in command. An estimated 85 
square miles at the pit of the 
basin are under water and the 
lake is growing at the rate of 
11,000 acre-feet per day. 
There doesn’t appear to be 
much anybody can do about it. 
The 
basin 
is the natural 
drainage point for the Kern, 
Kaweah, Tule arid Kings rivers. 
While all the rivers are blocked 
by dams in the foothills, the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
which regulates the reservoirs, 
has ordered near maximum re­ 
leases to allow space for the 
expected snow runoff. 
With the exception of the 
Kings River, which is being di­ 
verted into the San Joaquin 
River to the north, and the 
Kern River, the other rivers 
and their tributaries are pour­ 
ing water into the lake at a 
rate which may swell it to five 
times its present size by sum­ 
mer. 
In the community of Corcor­ 
an, dependent on farming in 
the basin, a quarter of the work 
force may be unemployed this 
spring and summer because of 
the flooding. 
The California Department of 
Water Resources reports the 


snowpack in the Sierras is fast 
approaching or exceeding rec­ 
ords set in 1938, 1952 and 1967. 
Amalio Gomez, chief of the 
Army’s Engineering Division in 
Sacramento, said the situation 
is 
rapidly 
approaching 
the 
“ classical snowpack of 1906” 
which is regarded by engineers 
as the heaviest in history. 
Snowfall 
amounts 
are 
so 
heavy

Shaver Lake area east of Fres­ 
no and others near Sequoia N^ 
tional Park report some struc­ 
tures have been crushed by the 
heavy snow. 
Water content in the snow­ 
pack is rated as one of the high­ 
est in history. 
Gomez said the potential run­ 
off is estimated at 245 per cent 
of normal on the Kings River 
watershed; 287 per cent of nor­ 
mal on the Kaweah watershed; 
355 per cent of normal on the 
Tule watershed and 394 per cent 
of average on the Kern River 
watershed. 
“ By the end of July Tulare 
Lake will have more water than 
Pine Flat Dam on the Kings 
River,” Gomez said. 
However, he said other areas 
should not be too severely af­ 
fected. 
“ We are confident we have 
the competence and experience 
to come through with a mini­ 
mum of damage,” he said. 
The U.S. Bureau of Reclama­ 
tion, 
which regulates Friant 
Dam on the San Joaquin River 
near Fresno, also is expecting 
a tight squeeze when the snow 
melts. 
Geoffrey Nielsen, chief of the 
operations branch of the biv 
reau Fresno field division, said 
barring unusual weather condi­ 
tions such as warm 
spring 
rains or an unseasonal hot spell, 
the dam should handle the run­ 
off. 
Further north the situation 
appears to be somewhat less 
critical. The Merced Irrigation 
District foresees no flooding on 
the Merced River below New 
Exchequer Dam and officials 
regulating reservoirs on the 
Stanislaus and Tuolumne rivers 
also said it appeared the run­ 
off could be handled without 
serious flooding.

Strike message 


Although most of the striking teachers at San Francisco 
State College met the deadline set by the administrators — at 
the behest, incidentally of their own union leaders —and there­ 
by saved their jobs, their walkout and efforts to "negotiate” 
terms between their union and the College was a costly failure 
and created a number of issues not yet fully settled. 
One of these is the union teachers’ willingness to defy state 
law covering unauthorized 
absenteeism and then try to nego­ 
tiate a settlement. As Governor Reagan pointed out, "There 
is no way that anybody can negotiate to break the law.” 
Another is the teachers’ abortive, but hard-pressed effort 
to make settlement of the student strike a condition to the end­ 
ing of their own. Again, as the Governor said, any final settle­ 
ment has to be made on the basis that strikes — either of facul­ 
ty or students — that are disruptive of the academic process, 
“ will not be tolerated.”

In effect, the message of the SF State strikes and the teacher 
union’s approval of a faculty strike at UC Berkeley, is a warn­ 
ing to academic administration and state government that the 
militants, the revolutionaries fully intend to use violence and 
disruptive tactics to destroy the educational system as we know 
it, and to drag with them gullible students as well as those 
who sincerely want to capitalize on the opportunity the people 
are giving them to get an education. 


The answer, again to quote Governor Reagan, is that the 
issue has to be solved by the university and college administra­ 
tions. Unfortunately, “ it will not be solved until they are ready 
to use their own powers to separate from the campus, if need 
be, either faculty or students who insist upon disorder, and 
who will not obey the rules, and who will not avail themselves 
of the orderly educational and administrative process.” 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Hidden by Ho Chi Minh’s winter- 
spring offensive the snail-paced Paris 
talks and the credibility gap, a fragile 
breakthrough of quite tremendous signi­ 
ficance seems to be taking place in 
South Vietnam. 
The changes that make up this break­ 
through are scattered and mixed with 
many failures. The improvements move 
ahead by fits and starts. They’re touch- 
and-go in many cases and could disap­ 
pear into dust But the balance of pow­ 
er in the countryside is beginning to 
tilt slightly in our favor. 
The changes don’t 
yet add up to a coun- 
terrecclution against 
the Viet Cong. But on 
momentum it is gain­ 
ing. And these trends 
might just be enough to 
halt 
Hanoi's momen­ 
tum and break the back 
J 
if Ho’s war, 
^ 
The Buddhists, Ca­ 
tholics, Cao Dai and 
Hoa Hao have intensified magnificent­ 
ly their recruiting and organizing over 
considerable areas in the countryside. 
While these efforts are mostly aimed at 
gaining 
religious 
and-or 
political 
strength for themselves (rather than at 
strengthening the government or winning 
the war), these evangelist groups com­ 
pete strongly with Communist organiz­ 
ers. 
Non-Communist student groups from 
Saigon and other major cities now push 
out into Viet Cong-held and contested 
areas on weekends for swinging discus­ 
sion groups or talk-ins. Students are ex­ 
cited by the adventure, pleased with the 
results. They do it on their own. Their 
parents sometimes are shocked, first, 
by their disappearance and, afterward, 


learning where their sons and daughters 
have been 
In some districts and provinces, Sai­ 
gon has succeeded in separating military 
and civilian government. For years, the 
local army field commander was in fact 
the local “ war lord ” Civilian officials 
obeyed him on political and economic 
matters. 
North Vietnamese have been replaced 
by South Vietnamese in several score key 
positions in the central government. 
Several dozens of high-ranking officials 
have been removed for arrogant corrup­ 
tion Through many of the replacements 
have 
also 
been corrupt (because of a 
shortage of qualified officials), the re­ 
movals have set a warning. That is, cor­ 
ruption has been reduced — somewhat. 
Over - all, a number of extremely in­ 
competent army officers, province chiefs 
and officials, and Saigon aides have been 
replaced by men a notch or two better. 
Rual hamlet and village officials elect­ 
ed in the past two years are proving to 
be an improvement over their prede­ 
cessors, most of whom had been ap­ 
pointed. Officials are finding that with a 
little training, some of these men are 
turning out extremely well. Some, of 
course, are incompetent, regardless of 
training. 
Gradually, more power is being taken 
from -he central government, placed in 
the village councils, giving rual people 
a greater stake. 
More farmers and townspeople are in­ 
forming on Viet Cong arms, food and 
equipment caches. Psychological war­ 
fare 
specialists 
measure success in 
guerrilla war by the willingness or un­ 
willingness of local citizens to inform 
on the enemy. 
South Vietnamese regional militia or 
national guard - type forces are de­ 
pended on to protect hamlets from small* 


scale VC attacks and from larger attacks 
until help arrives. 
In years past, regular officers who 
fouled up 
were assigned to command 
these units Report after report told of 
militai which patrolled in daytime, with­ 
drew at night. In fire fights, some hid, 
others quickly retreated. 
Today, there are increasing numbers 
of regional militia which repulse attacks 
by equal or large VC units. 
Thes aren’t the “ victories” one nor­ 
mally writes of in war. But they’re the 
stuff and substance of victory in guer­ 
rilla insurgencies.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Manpower goals projected as reason­ 
able for the 1970s by the National Plan­ 
ning Association suggest that hundreds 
of thousands of technical and profession­ 
al jobs beckon young black Americans. 
In a study drawn together by NPA 
specialist Leonard Lecht, it is estimated 
that 260,000 nonwhite engineers and sci­ 
entists would be required by 1975 iftheir 
representation in these fields is to match 
their expected 11 per cent proportion of 
total civilian employment. 
Since blacks pre­ 
sently are badly un- 
d e r r e p r e s e n t ­ 
ed in these fields, 
Lecht figures that the 
gain between now and 
1975 would have to 
be in the range of 
___ 
200,000. In 1964, non- 
' / 
whites made up just 
jr 
three per cent of total 
W 
employment 
in en­ 
gineering 
and 
sci­ 
ence. 
NPA projections suggest further that 
by 1975 there will be 
need for 140,000 
more nonwhite elementary and secondary 
school 
teachers, 
60,000 professional 
nurses, 25,000 practical nurses, large 
increases in many service occupations — 
including 200,000 hospital attendants. 
The worst black and other nonwhite 
underrepresentation is plainly in those 
areas, including medicine, where long 
and costly higher education is a condi­ 
tion of entry. 
Obviously, poor early schooling con­ 
ditions, lack of financing, and discrim­ 
ination both in professional schools and 
in professional practice have all played 
a part in this underrepresentation. 
In the book, “ This U.S.A.,’* by Ben 
Wattenberg and former census director 
Richard Scammon, the authors esti­ 
mate that if Negroes today had the 
same proportions of doctors, lawyers, 
engineers and accounts that U.S. whites 
have in these fields, there would now 
be some 375,000 more blacks perform­ 
ing in such occupations than is the 
case. 
Even if all discrimination barriers and 
financial handicaps vanished tomorrow, 
the inescapable early schooling deficien­ 
cies, plus the normally long profession­ 
al training period lay a heavy challenge 
upon both blacks and whites to close 
the gap and allow Negroes to enjoy 
proportionate representation in these 
fields where future opportunities beckon 
so insistently. 
Set against this astonishing context of 
opportunity, the present campus clamor 
for black studies — generated by blacks 
but often abetted by larger numbers of 
frenetic whites — has the sound of an ir­ 
rational impulse to black self-destruo 
tion. 
The real evolution in America is the 
knowledge revolution. It engulfs the black 
rebellion, the white radical student tur­ 
moil, everything. It sets the tone of 
advancing American life and daily al­ 
ters the kinds and numbers of jobs 
which need to be filled. 
This rising tide of knowledge cannot 
be resisted by bla<k student insistence 
on courses in Swahili, history of West 
Africa, AfroCaribbean history or Afri­ 
can geography. 
To the extent that such studies con­ 
tribute to a black man’s sense of iden­ 
tity and pride and an appreciation of

his heritage, they are admirable and 
unobjectionable. To the extent it is imag­ 
ined they prepare American blacks for 
life in the 1970s and thereafter, they 
are a dangerous deception and a fright­ 
ful waste of emotional and mental ei> 
ergies. 
The cry for “ black studies,” coup- 
led with demands that only black teach­ 
ers instruct in this field and students 
themselves choose the teachers, fits 
indeed into a gravely unreal notion of 
black apartheid. 


The logical end of the black separa­ 
tism loosely preached in this country by 
black nationalists and others is a whole­ 
sale physical separation which would 
make South Africa’s massive segrega­ 
tion and the Naxis’ huge shuffling of 
Jews look like Boy Scout troop move­ 
ments. 
Luckily, 
most U.S. blacks see the 
suicidal 
folly of this course. Maybe 
that explains why Swahili study has lured 
no more than five to 10 students a year at 
Alabama’s Tuskegee Institute.

The University official explained that 
the University Center was built on a loan 
granted the student body.

other shops. 
Student groups are allowed to use the 
building for any purpose as long as it is 
legal and not obscene and there is noth­ 
ing the University administration can do 
about it. 
We asked why the students themselves 
don’t do something about such a propos­ 
ed class. The official answered that they 
probably will if such a class is ever held, 
but at this point, all those responsible 
for the class have done is to promote it 
through a mimeograph 
sheet and then 
postpone the class. He believes that 
somebody is pulling somebody's leg for 
nobody is certain just how many are be­ 
hind such a class or who they even are. 
But one thing for certain, the publici­ 
ty is helping them.
